soldiers, receiving small pay from the

body of 265,000 men. These with the 
regular army of 100,000 and the Na- 
tional Guard. of. 122,000 would con- 
stitute an armed force of nearly. 
500,000, of which Mr. Morr’s proposed 
forcé would constitute the majority. 

The idea of a majority is inevitably 
brought to mind by this proposal, 
which savors .of politics. For Mr. 
Morr’s National Militia would be re- 
cruited by Congressional districts, 
about 600 men .for each district. It 
would probably be called’the Congres- 
sional Army. ‘The bill introduced in 
the House of Representatives demands 
intelligent discussion. That is always 
welcome. _ 








LEGISLATING FOR THE PEOPLE. 

Senator Hoxe Smits is reported as 
saying of the Rural Credits bill and 
the Shipping bill:. “ These two meas- 

“ures will be passed, and appropria- 
“tion bills be allowed to go over to an 
“extra session.” That is a perfect 
programme for those who think these 
bills are good for them, and are indif- 
ferent to the protests against the en- 
actment of one of them on the merits, 
or of both of them in preference to the 
passage of the bills for * support of 
Government. 

At the other end of the Capitol Sst 
is another sentiment. Members are 
appealed to by their leader to avert an 
extra session by diligence at this ses- 
sion. “If I am any judge‘of public 
“opinion, the last thing the. people 
“want is an extra session of Con- 
“ gress,” said Mr. UNDERWOOD. That is 
certainly true of this Congtess, and 
may be taken as true of the next Con- 
gress. It is because the people have 
had too much of this Congress that 
there is so little enthusiasm for taking 
a chance on a change of Congress. 
The more Congresses. change the more 


they are just the same. The idea that: 


Congress could earn thanks by let- 
ting things alone has not yet dawned 
at the Capitol, or at the other end of 
the avenue. The idea that the more 
Congress does the werse off the people 
are is more general among the. people 
than among the Congressmen. 

The country’s bills must ‘be paid, but 
what popular sentiment {fs there for 
writing “must” on any other project 
of legislation? To put the Govern- 
ment Shipping -bill before\ the appro- 
priation bills-is to substitute the opin- 
ion of Washington for the opinion’ of 
the country. To force an extra ses- 
sion is something abhorrent’ to the 
sentiment which shrinks from new 
laws as a psychological obstacle to op- 
timism. “Let us have peace” is the 
weary cry, as was proved by the ap- 
plause which, from both sides of the 
House, greeted Leader UnpERWwoop’s 
remarks. Wass the appropriations and 
quit, is all that the country wants 
Congress to do. 

The Shipping bill was not dreamed 
of when this Congress was elected, and 


1%t will be forgotten before the next 


Congress meets. The Rural Credits 
bill has merits, but the farmers can 
worry along with their ten billion dol- 
lars of new wealth at least as well as 
they have in harder years than this. 
The country will forgive the past, if it 
is not asked to forgive any more. Con- 
gress will best commend itself to the 
country by doing as little as possible 
beyond passing the appropriation bills.

Prize of $40,000, awarded to Presi- 
dent Roosevett in 1906 for his part

nothing of dollar-lust about him, 
When he sued for libel the Michigan 
editor who charged him with being a 
drunkard, his counsel wished to place 
the damages at $50,000. Mr. Roosn- 
VELT refused to. permit it and placed 
the damages at $10,000, declaring 
that he wanted not money but vindi- 
cation. When the testimony made a 
verdict for the full amount absolutely 
unquestionable, he refused to accept 
anything, and when the defendant 
apologized and retracted, Col. Roosr- 
VELT in his own person asked the, 
court to direct a verdict fdr 6 cents. 

When the absurd story was printed 
widely that in South America he had 
insisted. on getting a.large sum of 
money from’ his hosts at a dinner 
where he had’ spoken,* the instanta- 
neous chorus of disgust and disbelief 
stretched clear across the country and 
did not .wait for his own denial. It 
was founded on a knowledge of the 
man. The American people take pride 
in the personal characters of the 
Presidents they have had, and what- 
ever we may think of THEODORE 
ROOSEVELT’s public acts, \his private 
life and his personality have been 
such as to justify and increase that 
pride. | 








IMPROVING OUR FOREIGN SERVICE,

ELECTIVE JUDGES . 


Should Be Done Away With at Con- 
stitutional Convention. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

If the opinions of a number of leading law- 
yers in this part of the State,give any idea 
of professional opinion, the sentiment of the 
bar in this neighborhood seems to favor an 
apppintive judiciary for the State. An effort 
is likely to be made to induce the coming] 
Constitutional Convention to report in favor. 
of this system. It was abandoned in this 
State after seventy years’ experience and 
the elective plan substituted, not because ap- 
pointment of Judges had not been found 
satisfactory, but in obedience to the popular 
demand for électing every officeholder that 
prevailed in this country in the middl¢ of the 
last century. 

It is not commonly known, but is the fact, 
that the convention of 1846 decided prac- 
tically without argument or discussion to 
adopt the elective system; nor was the 
subject discussed before the people, In 1873 
the questidn was submitted to the voters of 
the State whether-they would adhere. to the 
election of Judges or return to the appointive 
system, and the vote seemed to indicate that 
the people were fully satisfied with the 
elective plan. But this vote was not a fair 
index of the sentiment of the time.

First, the effort is distinctly pro-Ger- 
man, not German-American, No protest 
of Mr. Ridder can render: his words less 
than an attack on American ideals and 
American civilization. It is pro-Anferi- 
can only if German ideals are incorpor- | 
ated in American life and dominate it, 
No one quarrels with one’s love for his 
native land, but one may take. exception 
to the use of American soil, American 
hospitality, American freedom, to build 
up. an association meant to be inimical 
to. American ideals. and distinctively 
American interests. If Mr. Ridder’s ap- 
peal to the,German-Americans does not 
mean just that, his language is surely 
misleading. 

_Secondly, the effects. of this German 
type of thought—anti-American, as it 
seems to me—are seen in the recurrence 
of .efforts.to embroll us’ with Japan, a 
country entirely friendly and with which 
we have no occasion of quarrel. Some will 
recall’ the amazingly impertinent letter 
of the Secretary of the German-Ameri- 
can Chamber of Commerce to Gov. John- 
son of California—for Germany’s sake 
and without a thought of American in- 
terests. More ‘are listehing now to the 
words of the German-American Con- 
gressmen who are working so strongly 
for the interests of Germany—and 
against our own. One of them warns us 
of our need of such an ally as Germany 
in case we fall into war with Japan. In. 
that timely ‘little volume of addresses 
and articles by Japanese leaders, enti- 

tled “Japan to America,’ (Putnams,) 
a danger to peace is suggested by one 
writer in the very composite of our citi- 
zenship,- and in the influence of non- 
rAmericans who may be for various rea- 
sons hostile to Japan. What, in this 
connection, does Mr. Ridder’s proposed 
combination imply? Every German whose 
leve of his native land is paramount is 
embittered afresh by Germany’s loss in 
war of the territory which she robbed 
from China so outrageously a few years 
ago. Such a bid as Mr. Ridder’s is a 
call to all such Germans to foment 
trouble with Japan—for the sake of Ger- 
many, and regardless of, any American 
friendship or interest, or of the broader 
interests of humanity. 

Just here such appeals need — 
by all lovers of America. They are en- 
couragements of bitterness, of provin- 
cialism,, sectionalism, antagonism to 
American freedom and American patriot- 
ism, Our national interésts must be sac- 
rificed for those of the ‘‘ Fatherland ’*! 

Thirdly, one may not lose sight here 
of. Bernhardi’s insisténce. on Mr. Rid- 
der’s principle. .Till lately the paragraph 
on the German-Irish coalition in the 
grim and cold-bloodéd pages of the Gen- 
eral was a puzzle to many of us. It 
seemed to be part of the misinformation 
which was-so abundant in the offices of 
the German ‘administration. Now it 
seéms partly justified by’ the union of 
the extreme wing of the Irish—sur- 
vivals of an old bitterness—and some 
Germans led by a professor who freely 
abuses the hospitality of a neutral coun- 
try by an unseemly and ill-timed ad- 
dress. Mr. Ridder’s union means. much 
more’ of this, more hate of American 
law, more bitterness—a base for an at- 
tack of old. foes, not America’s, but Ire- 
land’s, Poland's,’ Hungary’s, Germany’s, 
Again, this is sedition, without a germ 
of patriotism. Because the. mass of 
Mr. Ridder’s. fellow-citizens—albeit most 
of us lovers of Germany and’ the Ger- 
mans—believe Germany chiefly at fault 
for the present occurrence of war, he will 
create a party of German nationalists, 
distinctly consecrated to Teutonism, op- 
posed to the root-ideas of American lib- 
erty, @ source of demoralization and dis- 
order in American life. 

. I believe too fully in the German 
citizens of America to think the appeal 
can have a lasting effect, but none the 
less it needs watching, as stamped by an 
unpatriotic spirit, by a love of Germany 
that surpasses regard for American in- 
terests, by a spirit of bitterness that 
would even plunge America into foreign 
war to further German ideals and to aid 
Germany in its present dire state. . This 
is not patriotism, it is pure alienism. No 
wonder that one of your correspondents 
says plainly that Germans like himself 
would never fight against Germany for 
their adopted country. Somejof us are 
wondering. if he and | his rt would 
fight against us!

"/SLEUTH WOUNDS ONE | THIEF 


— Watchman Bars the ‘Escape 
of Robbers from Sixth Ave- · 
nue Store Cellar. 


“As John Shanahan of 1,682 -Park Ave- 
nue; ‘night watchman inad and 10. cent 
Store at 260 Sixth Avenue, between Six- 


teenth: and Seventeenth Streets, was | 


“Making his rounds at 7 o’clock last 
night, after the store had. closed, he 
was. shot through” the shoulder when 
he entered a small room in-- the base- 
ment. 

,He ran out of the store and called 
Policeman Tierello, who sent for the re- 
serves of the West Twentieth Street 
Station, while Shanahan guarded the 
doors ‘of. the store. The reserves, ac- 
companied. by Detectives:Hughes and 
McGann of the Second Branch Bureau; 
entered* the basement. They first 
searched the room where the watchman 
had been shot. It was empty. The 
rogm communicates with a small tight 
well under part of the sidewalk, set 
with pieces 6f round glass, and. here the 
dust showed that two men had” been 
érawling about. 

With_revolvers:in hand the police went 
back into the basement and turned on 
the lights. They searched unsuccess- 
tully for’ several minutes among. tall 
rows .of boxes. Finally ‘one of the 
searchers discovered the ‘two men hiding 
in’ a’ corner; of the basement behind a 
stack of paper which they had piled up 
to’ conceal them. One of the policemen, 
séeing one of the men move behind the 
pile and expecting to be shot, fired his 
own revolver. There was a cry of pain, 
and a voice called out: 

“Don't shoot, we surrender.” 

(fhe two mén came out with their 
hands held high; one- of~them limping 
from a wound in the foot. They led the 
detectives to.the part of the basement 
‘where theit burglars’ tools were con- 
cealed: These were a drill, a brace and 
bit, a stick of dynamite, handcuffs, ia 
gag, @ mask; and a latge- bottle of ldiud 
court plaster 
‘on finger tips. 

At the. West Twentieth Street Station 
the wounded prisoner said that he was 
Charles Williams, 19 years old of 1,037 
Prospect Aveniie, the. Bronx. ‘He was 
charged with burglary and taken to 
Bellevue Hospital. ‘The other man, on 
whom a ‘revolver was found, said that 
he. was Dan Reilly:of 304 West 115th 
Street. He was charged with felonious 
assault with intent to kill and with 
burglary. Reilly told the police that he 
and his companion had planned to tie 
and gag the watchman and then to rob 
the safe in the rear of the store.. But 
Reilly said that he had become’so tired 
of waiting in the small space under. the 
sidewalk: that he had shot when he saw 
the watchman, 

Reilly was identified as a man who 
had twice escaped. prison for serious 
erimes by turning State’s evidence. He 
was the principal witness against John 
Gargare, a. garage proprietor of Lake- 
wo . J.,.who was convicted last May 
of receiving stolen automobiles. Reilly 
testified that he and other chauffeurs 
had been hired by Gargare to steal 
automobiles which were altered at the 
Lakewood gargage and- sold. On another 
occasion he was arrested for burglary 
at Elizabeth, N. .J., but escaped trial 
by helping to convict. John Walsh, his 
accomplicé, a burgler 60 years old with 
a long record. Detective McGann, one 
of those who captured Reilly last night, 
arrested him previously ‘in connec fon 
with the Gargare case. 

The watchman was taken to the New 
York Hospital, where it was found that 
he was not injured seriously.
